MILTON SURPRISES

Auto Driver Not Figured in
Possible Winners Triumphs
Over Field of Stars.

Tommy Milton, wearing the most exe
pansive smile of hin short and speedy
career, zipped firat ncross the finish line
in the Harkness Handicap Race at ths
Rheepshead Hay BSpeedway yesterday.
He had forced his Duesenberg to an
average speed of a little over 101 miles
an hour and covered 100 miles In 53
minutes and 31 seconds.

For nearly an hour the roaring ma-

ehines hnd buszed by the grand stand,
the crowd of 60,00 mending out a deep
diapason of approval as they leaned for-
ward eagerly watching the more apec-
tacular brushes of individual stars be-
side whom young Tommy Milton was
unknown. And then In the last ten
miles of desperate driving the crowd be-
eams awara of the fact that the slim
aray car clinging to De Paima’s fleelng
shadow was really In the lead.

Barney Oldfleld, hero of many a
thrilling contest both at the shorter and
longer distances, finished second, his
time for the distance being 69 minutes
and one-Afth of a second, and following
Oldfield came Ira Vall, whose time was
69 minutes and 20 seconds, Ralph De
Palma. another veteran driver, finished
in fourth place.

Milton's victory gave a fitting finlsh
te a race that was replete with thrills
of the kind that one does not mind see-
ing, for there was not a serious accldent,
although stark tragedy hung over the
bowl ahaped track several times during
the afternoon. The terrific heat which
fung over the boards In shimmering
Waves ate up the life of tires, and time
and again they flew in exploding fras-
ments or ripped Into long falling
ribands. Drivers by marvellous sklill
wrenched their cars from skidding slides
that drew gamps from the (rightened
Around the arena.

Favorite Forced to Retire,

It was steady and yet brilllant driv-
ing which won Tommy Milton the right
to elaim the largest share of the $30,000
A8 the price of .ils gamble with death. |
The race proved agaln, as speedway |
races so often do, that 1t i{s not halr
ralaing bursts of speed which win
leng drive,

The Itallanlike swuops in dizsy speed
of Dario Resta brought him retirement
in the middle of the contest. The de-
termination of Chevrolet, favorite and
only driver to start from scratch, was |
more than his wrecked machine would |
Mand. Mulford too, the grinning, fare-i
ing master of many & hard fought race
In past years, drove his car beyond s
eapacity and was forced to drop out.

But Jet it not be thought that Milton,
whirring his unnoticed way about the
track while his mors distinguished |
riwls wers falling by the wayslde, won
merely by a process of ellmination. He
showed that he could rise to tha ocen-
sion when it arrived as wall as any of
them, for In the latter laps, whan De
Palma was burning his way through
mile after mile, his long yellow cnrf
reeling them off amoothly at 106 and|
108 mlles an hour, Milton clung to him
like a brother.

Te Palma Makes Bid for Lead.

Onca it seemed that De Palma was
merely playing with him, Forelng his
machine to the limit of ils power Ralph
#ped by Milton as If the gray machine
‘were merely loafing in the back stretch
&nd led him for half & Jap around the
track in a pace that was clocked as one
of the fastest of the afternoon. But
when the twp machines drew abreast
the grund stand Milton nosed his waAyY to
the front again, and held it doggedly

frem Mineola, dropped down out of the
hazy sky until they wers salling closs
over the track, and one of them had a
race witd one of the machines which
wers working out for the big race. It
was interesting. but not what one might
call exciting. Bombs were sent up which
exploded and sent forth flags of the
Allles to float laslly across the fleld. and
then the first heats of the Futurity
Handicap weres run off.
It was nearly § o'clock when the long
linea of machines were run out for the
final race of 100 miles,. They were
formed on the Inside n twos o make
room for the ones who got away fNrst
and galned nearly two laps on the men
near scratoh. Somse of them had a han-
dicap that seemed unbeatahle, There
was Rudolph Wehr with alx minutes ad-
vantage over the fieet Chevrolet, whe
was the only one to start from seratch
The cara went off In bunches, but |t
was not until Ira Vall, Tommy Milton,
Eddy Hearne and Barney Oldfleld, with
the ever present clgar, broke away from
the line with handicaps of a little over
two minutes that the crowd thought tha
race had started. Oldneld had chopped
the top from his “golden dmgon” and
Ieft lfttle behind, so thut as he flew
eround it seemed as If he were likely to
dirop off on to the track any minute,
Mulford, In one of the maroon colored
Frontenacs, got off with a handicap of
2:05, then Hesta went awny with a
handicap of 2:02. There was a little
wall, for Ralph De FPalmn hed a handi-
cap of 1:01, During the Interval Kath-
ering Stinson, who had just completed

The success of the handlcanpers was !
proved In the way the cars ran during |
the latter stages of the race, but thiw|
aame thing was what spelled disaster to
many of the care which atarted near the
end of the fleld. Of the first fiva cars
only two were running at the fnish,
But of all the aceldents that forced men
from the race nona brought the hearts
of the spectatorsinto thelr throats se
much as the ons which befell Resata, al-
though strangely enough he did not
know of it untll hs was safe.

Narrow Escape for Resta.

The curly haired Itallan had jumped
Away from the starting line in a burst of
spead which brovght a chorus of *vivas'
from his compatriots In the stand, and
for lap after Iap urged hin machine at a
pace which brought him rapldly up
through most of the others. His machine,
which he designed himself and whose
complaints he knowa as A mother knows
the symploms of her child, had purred
fts way through twenty laps and It
looked ns If Resta would have to be
reckoned with at the finlsh despite his
handicap.

But as he neared the fortleth mils he
felt a faltering In the speed of his ma-
chine and pulled down the bank as he
neared the home stretch, As he came
abreast of Lthe edge of the grand stand a
shout went up A little tongue of Aama
shot out under his hood. It apread until
the entire underpart of the engine was
blazing. and »till Resta rolled noncha-
lantly along toward his pit, waving his
hand for mechanics,

As his speed slackened to a pace at
which & man eould run, from under the
engine came & flash and long ribbons
of flame licked back and up and, warned
by one of his pitmen running toward |
him with an extinguisher, Resta looked
down and noticed the fire for the first
time. Ho stopped with a jerk then and
Jumped out.

The flamas shot up and then dled as
half a doxen men pumped chemicals on
the blaze and the crowd In the grand.
stand settled back In rellef.

Bome of them remembered that 1t was
in the same way that Harry Grant, win-
ner of & Vanderbllt cup and one of tha
most popular drivers in the game, was
burned to death as he drove on this
track. But In Grant's case the flamos
burst out and enveloped him as he drove
and he died without n chance to save
himself, Perhaps that memory also was
the reason Resta selzed the hand of the
pit man who had warned him and wrung
It warmly.

80,000 Persona fSee Race.

De Palma OfFf With a Roar.

Then with A roar De Palma's yellow
Packard jumped forward and even Miss
Btinson, used as she ls to the aharp purr
of her own motor, started a bit gt its
bark. Two lapa behind the othera and
nearly a lap behind the fleet De Palma,
Chevrolet darted forward and hegan to
eat up the distance. The race In the
first laps was one of the prettiest duels
between these two men which have been
seen on the Speedway.

De Palma forced his fitting yeliow
streak into such a pace that at thes »nd
of the first lap he had galned slightly on
Chevrolet, and in the ninth lap of the
two mile track he sped past Chevralet
with a burst of speed which carried him
by the grand stand a length in the lead.
They held this position until the twelfth,
when Chevrolet again loosened up hin
maroon cAr and took tha lead,

The crowd had forgotten for the tima
belng that there were any other ears In
the race, asn they stood on thelr meats
and watched the two masters of track
racing tearing through the miles, De
Palma clung so closely to Chevrolet's
roar wheels that It meemed foolhardy
untll ons remembered that De Palma
once anld:

*There is no man In the racing game
1 would follow as closely as Chevrolet
He knows how to drive.

Hut this race Inside of a race wns
ended abruptly in the fAfteenth lap, when
Chevrolet had the first of the heart-
breaking stops that left him far in tha
rear and finally forced him out. One of
his rear tires exploded from the exces-
nlve friction, and although it seemed no
time at all until ¥ had been changed,
when he started agaln De Palma had a
lead of a lap.

Milton Leads at 8384 Lap.

Fetterman in the Blue Peerless waas
the next vietim of tire trouble, and then
in quick ruccession Hickey In the Hud-
son, Mulford in the Frontenas and sev-
oral of tha othera wers forcefi to ths
pits. In the twenty-Afth lap Chevrolat
had again cloped up hbehind De Palma
and showed some of his Inimitable skill
in galning swift yards on u ¢lval. As
they turied up the bAnk from the back
stretch, Chevrolet climbed up mteeply
and just bLefore siraightening out dfor
the rush past the grand stand he
swooped down and swept by De Palma

| Milton Hanging Onto Face.

AW this time Milton had been hang-
ing to Do Pulma and woulll not be
shaken off, although the fleet ftalph put
ull that he knew Into the roaring en-
¥ine of his machine Milton's luck
seemed nothing ahort of muarvellous, for
he had been forcing lLis Duesenberg to
do all that was In it and had not aw yet
made & single stop. With only two laps
to go It seemed a certainty that he would
win If nothing happened, and those
waitching held thelr broath and crossed
thelr fingers leat disaster overtake him
at the last minute,

But It did not, the starter waved hin
cheoked flag In Milton's face and he
romped around, winnen

Oldfield, rellable old Barney, who Ia
Eaing to quit after this season, who onee
held every record up to fAAfty miles in the
gvod old days of akidding about dirt
tracks, came In second in 69 minutes
and one-fifth of a second. Vall was
third in 68 minutey and 20 peconds, and
De Palma was fourth

DE PALMA OBJECTS.

Ralph Insista He Finlshed fecond,
Not Feurth Ian Auto Race.

Ralph De Palma, who was posted as
finishing fourth in the 100 mile Hark-
ness Handleap after driving his Packard
aeroplane motor the entire Jdistance
without a stop, was Indignant at the out-
come of the race, He declared that he
was absolutely certain that he had fin-
Ished second Instead of fourth, and de-
nounced the dechlon of the judges as
"an outrage.”

“I am positive thera was a mistake
somewhaere in the counting of the Iaps,"
sald De Palma In his garage Immed!-
Ately aftar the big event of the day,
“Fountaine, my mechanlclan, and I are
positive that we twice lapped Oldfield,
and as Barney finlshed ahead of Vall.
who waa third, this would have put me
in second place. The decislon of the
judgea putting me In fourth place Is an
outrage, More cars should have boen
exercised hy the scorers.

“Whils I would not condemn handieap,
racing, It seems to me from my obaerva-
tion of thes contsat to-day that 1t ia a
very hard matler to determine just what
time allowance should ba fixed for the
contestants, Hence I am opponed to
handicap racing.”
